Washington, October 27.—President 
Wilson tonight granted an increase of 15 
cents a ton in the price of bituminous 
coal at virtually all mines in the coun- 
try, effective at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning. The new price will absorb 
wase raises recentiy agreed upon be- 
tween operators and mireérs in the cen- 
tral competitive and other fields. 

The president's order provides

An increase in the wage scale of mo- 
tormen and conductors of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, by which 
each man will receive two cents per 
hour more than at the Bresent rate, will 
become effective November 1, it wags 
announced Saturday by officials of the 
company. 

The increased wage will amount in 
round figures to an increase of $60,00 
a year over the old scale. It was stated 
by officials of the company that the 
increase had been made in view of the 
greater cost of living so that the men 
could better meet their expenses under 
existing high prices, 

The company has made the increase, 
notwithstanding the fact that the net 
earnings of the company show a de- 
crease, due to the high cost of all ma- 
terials, and high taxes, without any 
change in the rate of fares. 

The scale which will jhe adopted No- 
vember 1 is as follows: First year, 22 
cents: second year, 24 cents; third year, 
26 cents; fourth year, 27 cents: fifth 
}year, 28 cents; sixth year and there- 
after, 29 cents.

“On Thursday evening German avia- 
tors threw down twentv bombs of large 
caliber on Dunkirk.

The trenches were found to be 
muddy, but nevertheless in a condi- 
tion of excellent construction. Greet- 
ings being over the Americans settled 
down and at daylight, under low-hung 
dripping clouds, they got their first 
view of the German line stretching 
away in the rolling terrain. 

It has rained daily since and the troops 
now are covered with mud. Officers 
say they are certain the Germans know 
the Americans are opposite them, but 
there has been no special activity.

UMTING THE PROFTS 
OF DEALERS IN FOOD 


Special Regulations to Be Put 
Into Effect by Herbert 
Hoover. 


— 


Washington, October 27.—Wholesal- 
ers’ profits in war times, at least on 
non-perishable foods, should be gov- 
erned by the prices they actually pay, 
and not by prevaiilng market condi- 


tions, the food administration has de- 
creed in special regulations which will 
be put into effeget November 1 with 
respect to a number of commodities. 

The rule is one of many drawn up 
for the food dealers who will be placed 
under licenses next Thursday, said a 
Statement tonight by Food Administra- 
tor Hoover, and the commodities af- 
fected include beef, pork and mutton, 
Syrups and molasses, cleaned rice and 
rice flour, oleomargarine, lard and lard 
substitutes, oleo oil, cookng fats, con- 
densed milk and various canned goods 
and dried fruits. 

No dealer in these commodities, the 
rule says, shall sell “at more than a 
reasonable advance over the actual 
purchase price of the particular goods 
sold, without regard to the market or 
ree mont value at the time of such 
sale.’’ 

Wholesale dealers in refined sugar 
are forbidden by a similar rule to gell 
“at an advance over the refiners’ list 
price at which he purchased such sugar 
no greater than the normal margin 
charged by wholesale dealers in refined 
Sugar in. the. same. locality for such 
margin as may hereafter be establish- 
ed by the food administration.” 


With regard to perishable foods, the 
food administration announced that it 
will make a prompt and full examina- 
tion of any localities in which increases 
in price occur, and will deal individually 
by administrative orders with dealers 
charging excessive prices. 

A general rule covering all lNcensed 
food provides that they shall not be 
handled anywhere in the United States 
on an “unjust or storage charge.” Reg- 
ular and special reports will be called 
for by the food administration from 
such licensed dealers. 

In its statement the food adminis- 
tration emphasized the fact that no 
business man will be expected to fore- 
go his norma! reasonable profits, the 
sole object being “to prevent the ac- 
quisition of speculative profits resulting 
from a rising market.”

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SURPRISE ATTACK 
MADE ON ITALIANS 


—_ 


Austro-Germans Massed 
Men and Guns for Blow. 
Believed Italians Will Fi- 
nally Stop Invaders. 


Army Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, October 27.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Virtually the entire Austrian 
army, reinforced by heavy German con- 
tingents, conducted by the redoubtable 
Field Marshal von Mackensen, is now 
facing the Italian army in the great- 
est offensive since the beginning of 
the war, with the evident purpose of 
invading the Friuli region, the eastern- 
most province of Venezia. 

The essential features of the enemy's 
powerful thrust can now be outlined. 
The correspondent traveled today forty 
miles along the battle front, with the 
terrific roar of the bombardment show- 
ing the great range of the movement. 

It is clear that the Austrians and 
Germans sought to make a surprise at- 
tack at the least fortified point on the 
north of the Julian front. 

Field of Operation Described, 

The field of the present operations 
can be likened to a huge letter T. From 
the left arm of the T to its foot is 
about 22 miles. On this left arm Von 
Mackensen attempted to deliver his big 
blow. The arm extended seven miles 
westward from Tolmino, at the central 
point of the T. Tolmino and the near- 
by villages of Santa Lucia and Santa 
Maria have become of chief interest, 
as this was the point of the surprise 
attack, , 

The lower stroke of the T is thirty 
miles long, from Monfalcone to the 
sea, with Gorizia half way down. This 
gave two main fighting lines, the 
northern running horizontal, where the 
greatest blow was  atruck and the 
southern. running perpendicular, where 
a fierce bombardment seeks to prevent 
the Italians from moving reinforce- 
ments to the threatened region in the 
north. 

The Julian Alps run back of the 
northern line, and the Carso Alps back 
of the southern line to the sea. The 
distances stated are in a direct line. 
The mountains give an irregular for- 
mation, greatly extending the oppos- 
ing fronts. 

Field Marshal von Mackensen’s ob- 
jective evidently was to recross the 
Isonzo, whence the Italians had driv- 
en the Austrians back several miles 
into Austrian territory. He screened 
the movement by making feints toward 
the south and also west of Tolminv», 
but his main army struck straight for 
the Isonzo, at Santa Lucia, and Santa 
Maria. 

Teutons Cross Isonzo. 

The Italian forces were comparative- 
ly small at these outermost limits of 
their lines and the advancing wave 
Succeeded in crossing the Isonzo with 
comparatively little obstruction. Here 
however, they were faced by a low 
range of mountains in which the passes 
are strongly held by the Italian army 
now heavily reinforced from the cen- 
ter and the south. 

The whole operation now pivots on 
the possibility of Von Mackensen driv- 
ing through these passes, where the 
city of Cividale is the first important 
Place leading to the rich and level 
plains. All indications are that the 
Italians are masters of the passes and 
can hold Von Mackeffsen against 4 
further advance, although the tremen- 
dous force he has massed might per- 
mit a scattered incursion. é' 

The correspondent went over a long 
stretch of the front today in company 
with headquarters officers. It was the 
last visit permitted, as the general 
staff later announced that the dan- 
gers had become such that no one 
would be permitted to approach the 
fighting line. This visit gave oppor- 
tunity for a comprehensive view of a 
long sweep of the fighting front along 
the southerly Carso line. Everywhere 
there was evidence of complete pre- 
paredness in the midst of the terrific 
bombardment by both armies. Much 
havoc had been wrought by this fruit- 
less bombardment. One ghel] struck 
a building occupied by a local com- 
mand, sending up a volcano of de- 


partmental reports, but not killings any 
one. 
Austrian Airplane Dropped. 

A commander of British batteries 
oe a large projectile and smilingly 
said: 

“That is what they are planting in 
my garden.” 

Further along two Austrian airplanes 
flew lo woverhead amidst storms of 
shots which burst like cotton balls 
across the sky. They were untouched 
and sailed off proudly, but their pride 
was brief. An Italian officer told the 
sequel a half hour later. 

“We saw them coming,” he said, 
“and our batteries opened. A shell 
struck one machine amidship. The 
whole’ structure seemed paralyzed. 
Then the wooden framework burst into 
flames. We could see the pilot vainly 
trving to disentangle himself. He 
made a plunge from the wreck and 
shot down inside our lines, while flam- 
ing tatters of the machine trailed 
after him, like the smoking remnant 
of a discharged rocket.” 

Everywhere there was 
readiness to move batteries and mén 
should the occasion require. The men 
were in a cheerful, confident mood and 
eager to reach the scene of the chief 
engagement. Everything dvidenced 
the splendid organization and vast re- 
sources of the army. 

The tremendous concentration of 
Austrians and Germans points clearly 
to the decisive advantage the: allied 
artillery could render at this critical 
juncture. The coming war council at 
Paris, it is considered, will have a 
momentous decision to make in weigh- 
ing the offensive and defensive possi- 
bilities of the Itallan front in addition 
to massing men on the western front.

the war. The Rumanian army has been 
fighting with admirable courage and 
spirit, although its supplies of provi- 
sions and wearing apparel have been 
on a limited scale. 

The death rate among Rumanian 
children, due to malnutrition, is ap- 
pallingly large, hecause of the serious 
shortage in wheat, rice, meat and other 
vital articles of food. Meat is no 
longer issued to the civilian popula- 
tion and the bread ration is limited 
to less than a pound a day for each 
person. Among the peasantry, which 
comprises some 80 per cent of the 
population, the suffering is particu- 
larly acute. Their already slender al- 
lowance of corn meal, which forms al- 
most their sole subsistence, has been 
reduced and they now are without the 
simple ration of cheese, which formerly 
Was a valuable adjunct in balancing 
the meagre diet. 

Few Dairy Products. 

The supply of dairy products is neg- 
ligible. The government has suffi- 
cient corn to feed the peasants until 
February, but there are virtually no 
shoes, clothing or blankets to be had.

Hazlehurst, Ga., October 27.—(Spe- 


cial.)\—The fifty-first session of the 
South Georgia conference, to be held 
in Albany, November 14-19, will mark 
the fourth annual gathering of the 
hosts of Methodism in the “Artesian 
City,” located at the head of naviga- 
tion on the Flint river. The first ses- 
sion was that of the Florida confer- 
ence, In 1849. Bishop William Capers, 
who had been elected to the epis- 
copacy, at Petersburg, Va., in May, 
1846, at the first session of the Gen- 
eral Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, presided. At that 
time the Florida conference extended 
across southern Georgia from Fort 
Gaines to Mobley Bluff, on the Ocmul- 


| gee river, and down the Oconee to the 


Altamaha, embracing all of middle, 
east and south Florida. 

The conference body which assem- 
bled in Albany in 1849 consisted of 
fewer than thirty preachers and ne 
laymen, for in those days laity rights 
and “Nashville Addresses’ were un- 
known, 

The second session of an annual con- 
ference to be held in Albany was that 
of the South Georgia conference in 
1868, Bishop George F, Pierce presid 
ing. Possibly the only surviving mem- 
berg.of the South Georgia conference 
today who attended that session of the 
conference are Revs. J. O. A. Cook, of 
Thomasville; E. H. McGehee, of Lump- 
kin, and W. W. Stewart, of Quitman. 
The host of the conference in 1868 was 
Rev. Henry D. Moore, who was trans- 
ferred to the Alabama conference in 
1872. Just here a comparative state- 
ment of the reports made to the con- 
ference in Albany in 1868 and those 
made to the South Georgia conference 
last year might be of special interest. 
In 1868 there were 20,860 members, 201 
local preachers, and 256 Sunday schools 
with 10,363 scholars. The sum of §41,- 
463.04 was paid to pastors and their as- 
sistants;: $7,631.84 to the presiding el- 
ders; $1,133.10 was raised for the bish-

$5,416.08 for conference claim- 
ants, and $4,644.21 for missions. In 
1916 there were 95,467 members, 192 
local preachers; 714 Sunday schools, 
With 65,296 scholars; $229,019 paid pas- 
tors; $27,020 to presiding elders, and 
$3,876 to bishops; $17,802 to conference 
claimants, ang for missions, including 
all items, upward of $100,000. Method- 
ism has made some very rapid strides 
in south Georgia within the past half 
century.

The par- 
sonage has been remodeled and greatly 
improved during the present year.

Bishop Warren Akin Candler, of At- 
lanta, is to be the Episcopal president 
again, this year, of the South Georgia 
conference, having presided over the 
body for the third time during this 
guadrennium as follows: At Macon, 
in 1913; at Dawson, in 1914, and at 
Thomasville, in 1916. This great eccle- 
siastical statesman needs no introduc- 
tion to Georgians, nor to the readers of 
Georgia newspapers, nor to any intel- 
ligent churchman in Christendom. He 
may receive here and there, as all great 
men do, the impugning of motives and 
some censure from the corner of the de- 
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feated and disgruntled; yet, God has, 
and is using him marvelously in the 
promulgation of the \noblest form of 
Christianity and in the advancement 
of the ro | pe type of civilization.

The 
extra hundred has been added to ta 
formerly 200 only by the hard brain 
and brawn work of our most intelli- 
gent and industrious fellow breeders. 
Yet the secret of successful breeding 


to mate birds go that they will produce 
an improved progeny. This knowledge

duction, or in any systematic or sclen- 
tific line of breeding. 

But the average breeder does not use 
nest with the judgment he 
He is so eager to develop 
possible layers in the 
shortest possible time, that he takes 
nothing into consideration but the egg 
vield. The heaviest layers are put in 
the best pens, irrespective of their con- 
stitutional vigor and other important 
points, and the result is a lot of weak, 
undersized pullets that make much 
lower records than those of their moth- 
ers. So it is the average breeder gives 
up the trap nest in disgust, believing 
that breeding is only a chance. 

Use of Trap Nest. 

But the trouble is not with the trap 
nest. It is with the way it is used. In 
breeding for heavy laying, it is not so 
much a hen's ability to produce 200 or 
more eggs that makes her valuable as 
it is her ability to produce offsprings 
which will lay what we want them to, 
Consequently, after a record has been 
made, it is necessary to determine 
whether or not the hen is pre otent. 

We must remember that in breeding 
for a 300-eeg hen, we must not only 
make our hens lay a great number of 
eges, but we must have enough vigor 

them to a daughter that 
This is 


Constitutional vigor is 
that we must absolutely have, 
out it, the best layers in the world will 
not prove prepotent. Yet I @o not 
wish to go to the extreme that some 
people do and claim that if you breed 
for vigor, you are bound to get good 
lavers. A good layer must be a vigor- 
ous bird to prove a good breeder, but 
it does not folow that all vigorous 
hirds will prove good breeders for egg- 
production, for to be sure there never 
was a more vigorous bird than the 
jungle fowl, whose yearly egg record 
did not exceed twenty eRges. 

In breeding for the 300 mark, or tha 
maximum, I consider the first and most 
cserious question to be considered is the 
hird. Some people claim. him to 
flock, but I say that he is 
than half. If a female in a pen 
of eight has a certain fault, it is only 
liable to appear in one-eighth of your 
offspring, while the male bird’s faults 
will be apt to appear in every single 
hird. For this reason I declare that 
there should be more care exercised in 
the selection of the male bird than the 
females. It has been proven in the 
breeding of horses, cattle and hogs, as 
well as poultry, that the female trans- 
mits her qualities through her sons, 
rather than her daughters. Then, in 
other words, a daughter inherits her 
roduce from her sire. It is 
plainly understood that when we want 
pullets to outlay their mothers, 
they must be sired by a male bird that 
‘s better, from a better dam than the 
hen he {s being mated with. Thus I 
accumulate my idea of the male first. 
Style of the Male. 

Speaking a few words of the male, 
he should have an erect head, a very 
strong eye, well developed earlobes and 
wattles, a short, strong beak, heavy 
thighs set well apart, well developed 
spurs, and he must be masculine in 
every section and feature. He should 
be gallant and aggressive. His gal- 
lantry should be shown in his generosi- 
ty to his mates by calling them and 
giving them the choicest bits of food; 
his aggressiveness in flying at an in- 
truder or enemy.:* He should act as if 
he owned the place, and should be 
ready to fight anybody or anything 
that contests his claim. As a rule the 
best fighter proves the best breeder. 
A bird of this kind usually crows a 
great deal. He hee a very deep voice 
and gives a loud, clear crow. 

Now for a minute, let us think of the 
female we want to use to promote this 
great improvement. I am a great be- 
liever in keeping up size. Remember 
that the larger hen, if of the egg type, 
will lay larger ezgs and more of them. 
Also the female determines:the size of 
the offspring more than the male, so 
in order to get larger pullets, it is very 
necessary to have large hens for breed- 
ers. And when TI say large, I mean 
rangy and not blocky. The blocky hen 
is of the meat order, while the rangy 
one is the producer. 

Look for a long, level back and not 
a narrow one. There must be great 
breadth as well as length, giving a 
roomy barrel. The breast should be 
broad and deep, and the ribs should be 
widespread, and the back should carry 
its breadth right to the base of the 
tail. 

The body should be of a wedge shape 
from front fo rear, whefe there should 
be a deep, full bowl. The abdomen 
should not only be large, but soft and 
pliable. The hen with a hard, firm, 
leathery abdomen is a table bird and 
nota layer. The pelvic bones should be 
thin, straight and flexible and placed 
well apart. There should be great space 
between the two points of the pelvic 
bones and the point of the breastbone 
below. The broader and deeper these 
spaces are and the more plHlable the 
flesh, the greater the egg-producing ca- 
pacity. 

Observing the Condition. 

The condition of the bird can be 
largely determined by feeling of the 
breastbone. Jt should be plump and 
well covered with meat to the point. 
A hen shows ill-health and weakness 
by a shrinkage of the muscles around 
the keel, and when this is the case her 
eggez-production tis lessened. This de- 
fect, however, can be overcome by 
proper feeding and care and should not 
permanently disqualify an otherwise 
good hen from the breeding pen. 

The head of a good laver and breeder 
is distinctly feminine, Hke that of a 
good dairy cow, not too large and 
meaty. But avoid the hen with a long, 
thin crow head and a long beak, as 
these are signs of low vitality, 

The eye is the mirror of the body, 
and the bird of good health should have 
a bright, snappy, rather large, promi- 
nent eye, almost completely filling the 
socket. Avoid hens with sunken eyes 
or partly closed Iids. It has been said 
that hens carry their health certifi- 
cates on top of thelr heads. The bright 
red comb and large wattles of a laying 
hen indicate good health, sexual vigor 
and vitality. The conib should be me- 
dium to large and fine in texture. If 
it turns dark when the hen {gs held 
downward for a moment, she should 
not be used, as she has poor circula- 
tion. 

For the same reason do not use one 
whose feet and legs are cold to the 
touch. The legs should be stout, of 
medium length, set well apart and car- 
ried straight under the bird. Don’t 
a that a enoek«Kuneed.

well worn by constant scratching. 
There are a few breeders, probably 
those who cannot eliminate squirrel 
tails—assert that a good egg-producer 
has a high, close set tail. Years of ex- 
perience right along this line have 
proved to me that the best layer has 
a fully developed, well spread tall, car- 
ried at a moderate angle. As stated 
before, the breadth across the back 
should be carried right to the base of 
the tail, and when this ts the case, the

Late Moulter Is Vigorous. 


The late molting hen is almost cer- 
tain to be a vigorous, heavy producer, 
and if eggs from the hens that lay 
longest in the fall without moulting 
are used for gg geo | for several years, 
the winter egg habit will be bred into 
the flock, so that they will be puzzled 
to know winter from summer. 

There is a great difference of opin- 
fon about the use of pullets for breed- 
ers, but the chief reason why some 
poultrymen fail to get good results 
from pullets as breeders is that the 
birds are immature. The important 
point to consider is development rather 
than age, and if a pullet that was early 
hatched was raised on a non-stimulat- 
ing ration and was not allowed to lay 
until fully mature, she will prove as 
good a breeder as a hen, especially if 
she was hatched early enough to cause 
a partial moult in the fall. This gives 
her egg organs a rest after her first 
laying period, and when they resume 
activity, they are strong and fully de- 
veloped, and if any bird ig fit to re- 
produce her good points, such a one 
surely is. 

We mu now remember that the 
mere selecting and mating of desirable 
apecimens, however pronounced their 
tendencies to heavy laying, will not as- 
sure lasting improvement. To fix, per- 
petuate and intensify this quality, it 
is necessary to line breed, for only by 
line breeding can you permanently fix 
prepotency, eliminate the undesirable 
and perpetuate the desirable character- 
istics. Without line breeding there 
must be crossing; with crossing there 
will be reversion, and with this there 
will be retrogression, which, from our 
standpoint here, means a smaller egg 
vield, 

If you have a superior cock bird from 
a heavy laying hen, and know that he 
bred well last season, mate him back 
to his daughters. If you have a fine 
cockerel from a high-producing hen, 
mate him back to his mother and the 
other hens in her pen, 

Do not mate full brothers and atia- 
ters. Inbreeding is injurious, but line 
breeding is safe, and you need never 
be afraid to mate a father to his daugh- 
ters or a son to his mother, for it is 
the surest and quickest way to dupli- 
cate your fine records, 

In conclusion, in breeding for the 
maximum production, use your trap- 
nests and use them with judgment. 
Keep careful and strict records—al- 
ways Keep tab on the sons of your 
highest producing hens, and don’t let 
the daughters of a great sire get mixed 
up—and, again, dont forget vim, vigor 
and vitality in the breeders. 


The Contest Report. 


The hens in the American egg lay- 
ing contest finished September with a 
very good average, considering that 
many were just finishing the moult and 
that many of the hens with the best 
laying records also proved medium late 
moulters, the result being they were 
still in moult at the close of the month. 

Two pens tied for leading honors for 
the month in.egg production, each pen 
of five hens producing eighty-three 
eggs. They were pen No. 113, of Barred 
Plymouth Rocks, from Maine, and pen 
No. 111, of White Wyandottes, from In- 
diana. 

Forty-one different hens produced 
twenty or more eggs each during Sep- 
tember, while eleven produced twenty- 
five or more eggs each. 

Black Rhinelander hen No. 461, from 
California, leads all the hens in the con- 
test, with a record of 247 eggs for 
eleven months.

Keep the Hen That Lays. 


By Prof. T. E. Quisenberry, Leaven- 
worth, Kan, 

The good hen is now paying better 
than ever, while the poor hen is lofing 
more than ever. These are facts proved 
by actual production of eggs, marketed 
frcm aay to day, as compared with the 
consumption of present high-priced 
food, by the hens in the American egg 
laying contest. 

The main trouble les in the fact that 
all hens are not good hens. In fact, if 
we use as a standard of a good nen 
a production of 150 eggs per year, we 
find a large portion of all hens in Amer- 
ica fail to qualify. It seems to be a rec- 
ognized fact, based on the last census 
figures compiled by our government, 
that ‘the average farm hen lays about 
seventy-five eggs. We believe this is 


perhaps too low a figure for the present |: 


| 
‘ 


—the 1917 average hen. We believe that 
the increase in breeding from stand- 
ard-bred stock in the past five to ten 
years has already made an improve- 
ment in the egg production of the av- 
erage hen. 

In these days when every ounce of 
food should be conserved by feeding it 
only where it will produce its like, or 
more, in food value, and also in these 
days of high-priced grains, we should 
take steps which insure the keeping 
of all hens with good laying ability 
while the mnon-producers' should be 
culled out and sold for meat. 

The present American egg laying 
contest and subsequent contest have 
proven the following methods profit- 
able, especially under present condi- 
tions: ; 

1. Keep the birds with 
plump combs and wattles. 

2. Hens with pale vents, pale beaks 
and pale legs have been good layers. 

3. Keep the late moulters 

4. Keep the pullets which mature 
quickly and start layine first. Those 
which start laying when less than 200 
days old, or nearest that age, are the 
best layers if they have had the right 
care. 

5. Market those which have been slow 
to feather or seem to lack vitality. 

6. The skin of the best layers should 
be rather loose and flabby on the ab- 
domen between the vent and breast 
bone. 

7. The pelvic bones must he 
straight, flexible and wide apart. 

8. Market the hens which are bag- 
ging behind and which have a heavy. 
fat, thick abdomen, which hangs below 
the point of the breast bone. 

9. Keep the hustlers and heavy eat- 
ers that go to bed late and with full 
crops. 

10. Birds that have long toenails that 
show no signs of being workers are 
usually unprofitable. 

11. If a bird meets the above require- 
ments it should have a broad back, 
long body, stoutly built and be in good 
flesh. 

12. If a bird {s not moulting and sti}l 
has a small, dried-up comb, covered 
with a sort of whitish substance, or ifa 
bird has thick or crooked pelvic hones 
which will be found on each side of 
the vent and above the point of the 
breast bone, these are always money 
losers.

Occurrence and Function of Ash. 

Potassium occurs mainly in the active 
growing parts of the leaves and stems: 
its function is to assist in the forma- 
tion of starch, carbohydrates and to 
make the plant vigorous. Sodium oc- 
curs in stem and roots and is without 
function. Calcium is found in leaves 
and stems: it assists in the formation 
of plant celis and in making the plants 
hardy. Magnesium occurs in seeds and

Drills, sheetings, print 
cloths, napped cottons and many spe- 
cialty fabrics for the converting and 
manufacturing trades have been order- 
ed. Wages are rising rapidly in mill 
centers, Reports of mill earnings 
made to stockholders show very sat- 
isfactory results, and in a great many 
cases larger returns than ever before. 
Production is being curtailed by labor 
conditions in eastern and _ southern 
manufacturing centers, while  con- 
sumption is showing a change from 
fine and fancy articles to the more 
staple fabrics that will give long serv- 
ice.

The old 
method was to store in banks—a layer 
of straw or cornstalks was first put 
down, then the potatoes piled on this 
in a conical heap with twenty to fifty 
bushels in one heap; sometimes these 
were piled on the ground without any 
layer of material beneath them, but 
there was always a layer of some such 
material as stalks, leaves or pine nee- 
dles placed above the heap.

PERCY GRAINGER. 
For the Percy Grainger recital which 
opens the civic concert series of the 
usic Study club next Saturday eve- 
ning, the program is one of wide va- 
riety. From his own famous rewrit- 
ing of old tunes, highly modern in 
flavor, to a Schumann sonata and a 
Liszt arrangement, the numbers range 
in point of time and taste. 
Especially interesting will be the 
group of his own works. And because 
got the fact that the tunes come direct 
from the folk tunes of workingmen, it 
is very probable that they will have 
the utmost appreciation of their hear- 
ers.

Mr. Grainger’s coming promises to 
be not only a beautiful musical event, 
but to furnish opportunity for a great 
patriotic demonstration. . 

The pianist, by reason of his enlist- 
ment in the Fifteenth Coast Artillery 
band, will appear in khaki. Hence the 
large number of khaki-clad men from 
camp that will be in the audience. 
Boxes have been offered to General 
Swift and his staff at Camp Gordon, 
and special invitations and prices have 
been made for the officers and enlisted 
men in the various military establish- 
ments surrounding the city. 

While the program will not contain 
any special patriotic numbers, the trib- 
ute to the country and recognition of 
our war activities will be evidenced 
by the singing of ‘America” at the 
close of the concert. Mr. Grainger will 
be asked to play the accompaniment, 
and Warren Kimsey, song leader at 
Camp Gordon, will lead the audience 
in the song. He will be joined on 
the platform by men from his offi- 
cers’ singing classes at Camp Gordon. 

The sale of boxes has been conduct- 
ed by the Red Cross committee of the 
Atlanta Federation of Women’s clubs, 
since a percentage of the sale has gone 
to the Red Cross fund of the organiza- 
tion. To the same fund will go the 
first $500 above the actual expenses 
of the series. 

Percy Grainger, the pianist, is an 
Australian by birth, a Buropean by 
musical training and an American by 
adoption. He is a vigorous, red-blood- 
ed man, full of the zeat of living. There 
is nothing pale or aenemic about his 
art or his compositions. As a pianist, 
he has been the rage of New York for 
two seasons.

One very striking thing which prej- 
udices a large element of real music 
lovers in favor of Christine Miller, the 
distinguished contralto, is the nature 
of the advertising which precedes her 
engagement in any city.

The call for women trained for home service, as well as hospital service, 
has come. In the ranks of the splendid women in the various departments of 
the National Red Cross society, under whose banner the government is putting 


additional responsibility each day. 

In the many departments of Red Crosy work, all necessary in the’ war 
relief program, no one is of more vital importance than that of the educational 
department which seeks to supply trained workers to those branches of Red 
Cross activities which require trained women. 

Ranking highest in these branches is the trained Red Cross nurse who at 
this moment of world perplexity stands as the guardian angel with the soldier 
fighting for his country, this country, and our country. 

Is Atlanta doing her part toward supplying her quota of women training 
for service as nurses, as aides to nurses, or as workers in the home nurs- 
ing field? 

There are already fifty trained Red Cross nurses in service at the Fort 
McPherson hospital, their call teaesset the demand of the hospitals even be- 
fore the wiygter months are on, We ore our soldiers have yet been called 
to one field engagement. 

There are certain things to be 
nurse, always: 

1. There is no profession in which women are engaged whic 
dignity attached to it; more personal sacrifice involved, and whi 
essentially a woman’s profession. 

2. The profession of the trained nurse is an integral part of medical and 
surgical practice; and above that, it is irrevocably bound up with the highest 
forms of humanitarianism. 

Especially is the trained nursing in relation to war relief work inseparable 
from the highest form of humanitarianism, and I would call the attention of 
all women interested in Red Cross work to read the letters published else- 
where on this page from two Atlanta women now nursing in French war 
hospitals—Miss Norman Derr and Miss Rosalie Howell. Miss Derr is the 
daughter of Dr. Derr, a retired officer in the United States navy. Her brother, 
Dr. Derr, is in the medical reserve, U. S. A. 

Miss Howell is the daughter of the late Captain Evan P. Howell, who 
was a gallant officer of the confederacy. Her brother, Evan P. Howell, is in 
the quartermaster department, U. S. A., and her nephews, Clark Howell, Jr., 
and Howell Foreman, are captains in the United States reserve army. 

Both young womefi have small personal incomes, which has enabled them 
to give their services entirely without compensation.

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There are thousands of America’s most representative young women who | 


are training as nurses, not necessarily to go to France, or even to leave home, 
but to be ready, in any emergency in which the country might have to call 
upon women for home service. 

For example, an Atlanta woman in New York met recently at an evening 
gathering Miss Katherine Turk, a beautiful debutante of this season, the 
daughter of Dr. Benedict Turk, the well-known specialist. 

Miss Turk related that she was going out very little in the evening, be- 
cause her probational work in a New York hospital each day and her first aid 


work kept her busy. 
“But you are not going to make nursing your profession?” the Atlanta 


woman asked. _ 

“I had not thought of it in that light,” was the reply. “I am equipping 
myself to serve my country. 

“I can do it at home as well as abroad. And if this war were to continue 
and our quota of nurses called abroad should deplete the forces of nurses 
needed at home I could then be useful. I could fill the place of ths woman 
called to France, but I would have to be trained for it, and that is why I am 
doing probational work in a hospital.” 

This young woman sees the situation as it is. Though prosperous, promi- 
nent socially, and without cares, she is going to be prepared for any emergency 
which may arise, and get the training which will stand to her in whatever 
she wishes to undertake.

The Red Cross 
granted her a regular allowance unfi} 
her husband could be located and an 
allotment secured from him. She re- 
celved a check the other day from the 
Canadian government for sixty dol- 
lars ($60.00), also a letter stating that 
hereafter she would receive an allot- 
ment of fifteen dollars ($15.00) from 
her husband and a separation allow- 
ance of twenty dollars ($20.00) from 
the government monthly. She will 
need no further help as she hag rented 
out two rooms monthly for enough to 
cover her total house rent.” 

Trained Volunteers Needed.

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ITALIAN BATTLE 
NE IN PICTURES 


Criterion Presents “Italian 
Battlefront,” Showing 
What Italy Is Fighting for 
in This Great World War. 


It is only after witnessing the offi- 
cial war pictures of the Italian gov- 
ernment, “The Italian Battlefront,” to 
be presented all this week at the Cri- 
terion theater, that Americans can 
gain any adequate conception of what 
Italy is fighting for in the world’s war, 
or any appreciation of the splendid 
part she has been playing for the past 
two years. Rudyard Kipling declared 
that this lack of knowledge of Italy, 
and consequent lack of interest, not 
only Americans, but other Europeans 
as well, was due to the Italians them- 
selves, for they have never sought 
publicity. 

Yet the fact is clearly borne home, 
after witnessing “The Italian Battle- 
front.” in the theater, that Italy is 
staging one of the most remarkable 
and inspiring performances in Europe 
—on® of which they have every reason 


to be proud. 
Italy is holding a front which is 


longer than the French, British and 
Belgian fronts combined—more than 
450 miles. Alone among the allies 
she is doing most of her fighting on 
the enemy’s soil. She is battling the 
Austrian army, which is fourth in Eu- 
ropean numbers, third in qtfality, and 
probably second in equipment. 

In one single battle Italy lost more 
men than fell on both sides at Gettys- 
burg. Among her other exploits, may 
be mentioned the fact that she has 
taken 100,000 prisoners. That to op- 

ose the Austrian offensive in the 

rentino two years ago she mobilized 
a’ new army of half a million men, 
completely equipped it, and moved it 
to the front in seven days. That, were 
her trench lines carefully ironed out, 
they would extend as far as from New 
York to Salt Lake City: that, instead 
of digging these trenches she has had 
to blast most of them from solid rock. 
That she has mounted 8-inch guns on 
ice-sleds nearly two miles above the 
level of the sea, and in position which 
a skilled mountaineer would find it 
perilous to climb. That many of her 
soldiers are living like Arctic explorers 
in caverns of ice and snow; that in the 
lowlands of the Isonzo river these same 
soldiers have fought in water to their 
waists, while the water for the armies 
fichting in the Trentino has had to be 
brought up from thousands of feet be- 
low and, most important of all, that 
she has kept engaged some forty Aus- 
divisions ‘(about 750,000 men)— 
a force sufficient to have turned the 
seale in favor of the central powers 
OW the other fronts.

The Original Motion Picture 
Film—iIt Is the Human Eye. 


(From The Popular Science Monthly.) 

That the human eye and the photo- 
graphic lens are very much alike ip 
design and operation is a well-know 
fact. If you look through a photo- 
graphic lens you will see nothing 
clearly. To perceive the image a4 
piece of ground glass or a plate of film 
is necessary. A plate is a piece of 
plain glass which acts as a support 
for an emulsion. This emulsion de- 
composes when struck by light, and the 
decomposition is made visible by a 
process callede development. With an 
ordinary photographic plate only one 
such impression, or image, can be ob- 
tained. With the motion picture film, 
however, a fresh piece of film is con- 
tinually exposed to the lens. 

Just such an arrangement exists in 
the human eye. An emulsion called 
visual purple acts as a film of great 
latitude, renewing itself as soon as it 
is struck by the light and diecolored. 
It adapts itself to various intensities 
of ight, protecting the retina from too 
brilliant a glare at all times.

He 
loves Stephen Foster, the inspired com- 
poser of ‘Way Down Upon the Swanee 
River,” “My Old Kentucky Home,” etc., 
and he admires Walt Whitman. How- 
ever, he declares that the last named 
writer is not a characteristic Ameri- 
can inasmuch as he writes for an ex- 
clusive few rather than for the entire 
nation as the other two do. This dem- 
ocratic characteristic of American ar- 
tists in general Mr. Grainger frequent- 
ly refers to as the get-at-ableness of 
American art. 

Grainger says that he finds a great 
deal of art in this country in the spon- 
taneity of its comic artists, its adver- 
tising and its ragtime writers and 
Singers. He feels sure that they make 
their contributions because they love 
their work and not because they. are 
being well paid for it. In his opinion 
work which is pleasure is the sine qua 
non of all artistic endeavor. 

It is not strange to find so whole- 
some aman and so impetuous an artist 
finally succumbing to the spirit of 
America to such an extent that he 
would join her army and be willing 
to fight her battles for freedom.

THE DRIVE AGAINST WASTE. 


Within the next few days every house- 
wife in Georgia will be asked to sign a card 
pledging herself to cheat the garbage can. 
This comes incidental to the organized and 
nation-wide campaign with food conserva- 
tion as its objective. 

It comes in direct recognition of two 
paramount facts, the first of which is axio- 
matic: That the armies in the field and in 
training, and the civil populations of the 
countries leagued against Prussian autoc- 
racy must have food in order to win the 
war; and that America can meet its own and 
its war associates’ needs in this respect if 
no food is wasted. 

To induce the people to conserve the na- 
tion’s food supply, the government, through 
the food administration in Washington, 
headed by Herbert Hoover, is now organiz- 
ing volunteer workers in every state, county 
and city; and beginning next Monday morn- 
ing these workers will conduct a house-to- 
house canvass of American homes to secure 
the signatures of American housewives to 
the food pledge card, which is simply a 
promise to use the practical means at their 


disposal to conserve the nation’s food supply. 


Georgia’s campaign organization has 
been splendidly worked out. Dr. A. M. 
Soule, of Athens, federal food administrator 
for Georgia, represents the food administra- 
tion in this state. The state executive com- 
mittee for the campaign is headed by C. 
Murphy Candler, chairman of the state 
railroad commission, and Major D. F. Mc- 
Clatchey, secretary of the Georgia state sen- 
ate, is secretary of the state committee, 
and is personally in charge of state cam- 
paign headquarters in the chamber of com- 
merce building. 

Atlanta’s campaign forces also are well 
organized, with J. M. B. Hoxsey as chair- 
man, T. L. Ingram as vice chairman, and a 
splendid corps of ward chairmen, with each 


. ward in the city divided, and each division 


headed by a division chairman. 

The organization work having been com- 
pleted, the big drive against waste is sched- 
uled to begin tomorrow morning, and the 
government’s appeal will be carried person- 
ally into the American home. 

It is to be a campaign not for money nor 
for fighting men; but a campaign solely and 
purely to drive home to the American house- 
wife a realization of her importance in this 
war and of the necessity of her doing her 
full duty toward conservation of the world’s 
food supply. She will be asked to deprive 
her household in no manner nor degree. The 
government wants her to keep her table 
well set and fully supplied; but it does 
want her to prepare no more food than wil! 
be eaten—in other words, to eliminate 
waste. 

She will be asked furthermore to substi- 
tute certain plentiful articles of diet for 
other food commodities that are scarce; 
and she will also be asked to profit by the 
advice and culinary suggestions that will 
be furnished her gratis by the government. 

Every housewife in America has here 
presented to her a splendid opportunity for 
service toward the great and noble under- 
taking to make the world safe for democ- 


racy; and it is not to be thought that one of. 


them will withhold her pledge to co-operate 
with her government to that end. 


PROTECTION FOR SOLDIERS. 


Uncle Sam has set a splendid example 
bore the world in the lengths to which he 
has gone to throw safeguards, financial and 
moral, about his soldiers and sailors. 

Nor is there any likelihood of his going 
too far in this direction, even were that

folk, the extent to which their bent for en- 
tertainment and amusement might lead 
them, if unrestrained, is not an eventuality 
pleasant to contemplate. 

Nor is it pleasant to picture the sort of 
army we would have if the government 
placed no restrictions upon, or exercised no 
supervision over, the surroundings, of the 
training cantonments; if it permitted ex- 
ploiters, unscrupulous profiteers and im- 
moral parasites to establish themselves on 
the outskirts of the training camps for the 
purpose of preying and fattening upon the 
pocketbooks and the bodies of the boys pre- 
paring for the trenches. } 

But the United States government has 
made it clear from the outset that it will 
wink at no such procedure. It will coun- 
tenance no liquor-dispensing or other forms 
of vice within five miles of any army or 
navy camp or training station, and.it insists 
upon all premises frequented by the men in 
training being kept clean, morally as well as 
physically, and in sanitary condition. In 
this direction it has gone further than any 
other of the belligerent governments, and to 
far greater lengths than it has ever gone 
before. 


It may require a modicum of jail experi- 


ence and considerable monetary loss to teach 
some people that Uncle Sam means business 
when he says that he is going to protect the 
young fellows who have come forward to 
protect him; but the fact remains, neverthe- 
less, that ‘that is precisely what he means. 

And the result of it all is going to be that 
the American soldier of tomorrow wil) not 
be taken as the living embodiment of the 
roisterous, ribald, devil-may-care_ spirit— 
which notion has too greatly stigmatized the 
most honorable service in the world in days 
that are gone—but, on the other hand, that 
he will be the most efficient fighting man 
on earth, and come out of the service a 
clean, upstanding, 100 per cent human, 
gentleman. And as such the world and so- 
ciety will know him. 


THE BUILDING OF A BOY. 


Requesting that her name be withheld 
from publication, a thoughtful, conscien- 
tious and very sensible Georgia lady, sub- 
scribing herself ‘“‘A Mother,’ has written 
to The Constitution an interesting com- 
munication in which she essays to ‘take 
issue” with our editorial of a few days ago 
on “Making Men of Our Boys.” 

In that editorial The Constitution gave 
expression to a share in the universal alarm 
that has been precipitated by the astound- 
ingly high percentage of physical weaklings 
among the young men of the country, as 
revealed by the operations of the selective 
military service law. 

This we attributed in part to ‘too much 
coddling of American youth by fond moth- 
ers and doting daddies . . . too much honey 
and cake, too Much steam heat, too much 
and too easy ‘rapid transit,’ and not enough 
beans and ‘sow-belly,’ rough weather and 
sunshine, too little buck-saw and leg work.” 

Our position was, and still is, that the 
average young man of today woukd be of a 
vastly higher physical standard were he 
compelled to “rough it:” to work more with 
his hands: to exercise his biceps and lum- 
bar muscles in making cordwood out of oak 
logs, and feed his lungs with the purified 
ozone of out-of-doors. 

In other words, we contend that if the 
young men of today had to use their muscles 
more: go to bed earlier at night and more 
frequently physically tired, fewer of them 
would have been sent home from the re- 
cruiting offices labeled “physically unfit!” 

But “A Mother” ascribes the trouble to 
a different cause; and she, to a great extent 
anyhow, undoubtedly is right. She incloses, 
with her indorsement, a clipping containing 
a report of Secretary Daniels’ address before 
the Clinical Congress of Surgeons of North 
America, in Chicago, on October 22, in 
which the secretary of the navy ascribed 
the physical shortcomings of our young men 
to diseases incurred through immoral 
practices. 

“T am asking as a special favor, 
“A Mother’— 


“that you read the inclosed article from 
The Constitution. It is the answer to 
your editorial on the ‘coddling’ of chil- 
dren: and to my mind the core of the 
whole matter. In behalf of the women 
in our town I want to say that I do not 
know a single one who believes in idle- 
ness and ‘coddling.’ The degeneracy of 
the race is directly caused by the im- 
moralities of men. 

“When men take their young sons and 
teach them what immorality will bring, 
not only upon themselves, but their 
wives and children, then, and not until 
then, will we have strong, virile men and 
women. Ags long as any boy can engage 
in immoral practices you need expect 
nothing else but degenerates. 

“Our laws are all made by men for 
.men; and as long as our lawmakers per- 
mit any man to marry, regardless of 
physical, mental, moral or financial con- 
dition, you may expect cripples, insanity, 
blindness and a race which should not 
encumber the earth. 

“When men put more stress upon 
blooded animals than they do upon 
human beings how can you expect other 
conditions? 

“This is a subject I have thought on for 
over 30 years. Every man who marries 
should show a clean bill of health—no 
taint in his blood. 

“If there ia one thought in this letter 
that can help conditions, you may use it. 
It was written only to show you that 
the trouble does not lie in ‘coddling.’”’ 


Secretary Daniels is right; none can 
gainsay that. In saying that “there is no 
foundation for a double dtandard for the 
sexes’”—that there should be no double 
standard for morality—he is assuredly and 
ancontrovertibly right. 

“A Mother” is right, eminently so—yet 
her theory leads into a discussion of the 
general scheme of eugenics, and a beautiful

To name the concerts is sufficient guar- 
antee of their super-excellence: Frits 
Kreisler, towering among violinist-compos- 
ers; Percy Grainger, a most refreshing ge 
nius of the piano; the Cincinnati Symphony 
orchestra, distinguished among the world’s 
great orchestras; Harold Bauer, one of the 
gigantic figures of the piano world, but en- 
tirely different in style, spirit, and outlook, 
from Grainger; and Julia Culp, a celebrated 
singer of songs. 

The price of tickets—five dollars for the 
course, any number of which would ordi- 
narily cost at least twice as much—makes 
the enterprise most democratic in its zone 
of influence.

BOOSTING SOUTHERN FOOD. 


Once a southerner, always a southern 
booster! 

It seems that the farther away from 
home a one-time southerner gets the more 
ardent becomes his love for the south and 
his longing for the enjoyment of southern 
institutions, : 

Among these latter come the good, old 
stand-by southern dishes; and these a dis- 
tinguished son of the south is now advocat- 
ing as a step in the direction of increased 
food supply in the extreme northwest. 

The southern-food advocate in question 
is the Rev. Dr. Mark A. Matthews, one of 
the most celebrated preachers of America, 
formerly moderator of the Presbyterian de- 
nomination in America, and for many years 
—as he is today—pastor of the largest con- 
gregation of that faith in the city of Seattle, 
Wash., if not in the United States. 

His activities in behalf of distinctly 
southern viands is indicated by the follow- 
ing local news item appearing in a recent 
issue of The Seattle Post-Intelligencer: 


Dr. Mark A. Matthews, host to friends 
at luncheon at the Hotel Savoy, called 
the chef and gave explicit directions for 
the “old-fashioned” preparation of a big 
sweet potato which his Georgian appe- 
tite desired as a piece de resistance. 

“While experts are being eent abroad 
to investigate and report the uses of 
foods, unused in America, which might 
be adopted to increase the food supply,” 
said Dr. Matthews, “some of the women 
of the old south and their ‘black mammy’ 
retainers, who supervige the execution 
of the culinary orders of the ‘mistress 
of the manor,’ should be constrained to 
bequeath to the country, through the 
press, their recipes for the cooking and 
serving of old-fashioned victuals, euch as 
sweet potato pile, suet pudding, ‘Vir- 
ginia ham,’ okra croquettes and dozens 
of incomparable dishes which form part 
of the daily fare in every well-to-do 
southern household.” 


The more “boosters” of the Dr. Matthews 
sort the south sends out over the country 
the better it is for the south and for the 
nation-at-large; because the only reason why 
our own staples, such as the yam, for in- 
stance, are not more popular and more gen- 
erally consumed in the north and west is 
because of local unfamiliarity, with them. 

What is needed is for some one in a com- 
munity to “break the ice;” because, once 
tasted, they are inevitably destined to be- 
come popular with universally beneficent re- 
sults so certain as to admit of no specula- 
tion.

Gettysburg, that terrible three days’ bat- 
tle fought on the firet, second and third 
days of July in 1863, marked the turning 
point of the American civil war. The war 
did, indeed, continue for two years more, 
but it was Gettysburg which broke the mili- 
tary power of the south; which decided that 
the United States of America should endure, 
the united country of a free people. Gettys- 
burg was “the high tide of the confederacy.” 

Gettysburg lies in Pensylvania, about 35 
miles southwest of Harrisburg. A sleepy, 
unimportant Pennsylvania village it possessed 
no strategic importance and but for accident 
Probably never would have served as the 
theater of the greatest battle of our civil 
conflict. Lee, directing his great inva- 
sion of the north, planned concentration of 
his forces there. The ragged men of A. P. 
Hill's advance confederate corps—inspired, it 
is said, by the hope of obtaining shoes-— 
pushed hurriedly into the hamlet and there- 
upoft became involved in a spirited battle 
with Buford’s federal cavalry division. Rey- 
nolds, coming up with an infantry corps 
to support Buford, met his death on the field. 
but nightfall of the first found the union 
forces holding the line on the Cemetery 
Hill position. They had been pushed back 
by superior numbers and cut up severely, 
Particularly in a fierce attack led by the re- 
doutable Jubal Early, with Ewell’s corps. 
Still they maintained a formidable position 
upon which Meade, the newly appointed fed- 
eral commander, decided to make his stand. 
Three more corps were moved up during 
the night, while Lee got his whole army into 
position. 

Thanks to a misunderstanding between 
Lee and Longstreet, who was*to attack the 
federal left, the attack on the morning of 
the second, like Napoleon’s attack at Water- 
loo, was long delayed. This gave the north- 
ern army time to get into position on a horse- 
shoe ridge, having its right on Culp’s hill. 
Longstreet’s assault when it did come, how- 
ever, came with a desperate fury productive 
of some terrific fighting. Frightful was the 
slaughter in the Peach Orchard, where Gen- 
eral Dan Sickles, holding an advanced fed- 
eral position, misunderstood or disobeyed 
an order to withdraw and saw his men g0 
down like ten pins, while he himeelf lost 
a leg. 

In the meantime the commanding pos!i- 
tions of Round Top and Little Round Top 
remained by some strange oversight unoc- 
cupied. Their possession might have been 
obtained by the confederates and might have 
spelled for them victory had not the error 
been discovered by General G. K. Warren, 
Meade’s engineer officer. Perceiving these 
crests to be occupied only by signallers and 
realizing their tremendous possibilities, War- 
ren hastily diverted some Maine regiments 
who scrambled to the tops and there found 
themselves almost instantly engaged with 
eagerly advancing southern columns. The 
struggle here was desperate, but in the end 
the Maine men prevalled. 

However, Longstreet and Hill actually 
broke through the main line of the Third 
federal corps, though because they were 
not properly supported the brigades which 
achieved this feat were soon driven out 
again. Ewell swept over Culp’s hill, where 
the defending force had been much reduced, 
but Farly’s attempt to storm Cemetery Hill 
was repulsed. 

With the coming of night Meade found 
that with his line no longer a horseshoe, but 
prolonged to the left, he stood in danger of 
having both his flanks turned. In coun- 
cil with his corps commanders he encount- 
ered serious discussion of retreat, but since 
Lee had gained no commanding success and 
since the necessities of the hour were most 
serious, he decided in favor of continuing 
the fighting. > He had the advantage of 
Lee in numbers and he had confidence in 
the steadiness of his men. Upon this su- 
periority in force is based the amusing story 
of the confederate scout, related at the re- 
union in 1913. He declared that creeping to 
the federal camp in the darkrless he disecov- 
ered that “the yanks had all creation,” 
since he distinctly heard the command: 

‘Universe attention! Continents fall in! 
By nations, right wheel!” 

Also in the night Lee changed his plan. 
Deciding that Longstreet should not press 
his attack over the broken ground, he dj- 
rected that Ewell should resume his ham- 
mering of Meade’s extreme right while the 
overwhelming blow should be delivered by an 
attack on the center, comparable with the 
charge of the Guard at Waterloo. For this 
duty there were assigned the troops of Pick- 
ett's -fresh and splendid Virginia division. 
which constituted part of Longstreet’s corps. 
Longstreet himself never believed this 
charge could have a chance of success. Be- 
tween him and Lee there was ever afterward 
bitterness. But as for the charge iteelf, 
it was most gallantly delivered. It almost 
won. 

Meade began the fighting on the thira 
day by aiming a heavy counter offensive at 
Culp’s hill, which after four hours of fight- 
ing was retaken from the confederates. This, 
however, did not deter Lee from following 
his original plan. He was determined that 
Pickett should make his grand assault. In 
preparation, Alexander, the confederate chief 
of artillery, opened with one long line of 
seventy-five guns, while sixty-five of Hill's 
guns came into action on the left. Against 
these the federals, cramped for space, could 
oppose but seventy-five, and the fire of these 
was soon stopped that they might be held 
to meet the infantry attack. 

Longstreet, still certain the result could 
be only failure, could not bring himself to 
order the advance, but shortly before 2 tn 
the afternoon Pickett himself asked and ob- 
tained permission to go forward. 

There followed one of the most desperate 
charges in history, beside which, when one 
reckons in loss of life, such an exploit as 
that of the Light Brigade at Balaklava bhe- 
comes almost child's play. To reach the 
union line the Virginians had to cross 1,809 
yards of ground swept by terrible rifle 
and artillery fire. All three of Pickett’s 
brigadiers went down. two killed and one, 
Kemper, desperately wounded. The union 
troops, Gibbon’s division and a part of the 
Second corps, all under Hancock, held un- 
flinchingly. Lieutenant Cushing, command- 
ing a battery, held in his entrails with one 
hand while the other he helped roll a gun 
into position, crying out “Give them one more 
shot, Webb!” The slaughter was frightful, 
but the dauntless Virginians actually broke 
Meade’s first line before they withered un- 
der the fearful fire and abandoned their 
support, fell back. Brigadier Genera! 
Garnett, who had leaped the wall with his 
hat on his sword, died under a union gun 
carriage. 

This ended the battle. Afterward there 
was only a retreat, which might have been 
a rout, had the unlon troops pressed their 
advantage or had Lee been less prompt and 
skillful in rallying his men. The confed- 
erates lost 30,000 out of a total approximat- 
ing 75,000, Of Pickett’s division, which 
charged 4,500 strong, 3,393 were left on the 
field. Meade’s losses were 23,000 out of 


82,000, but the confederacy had attained its 
greatest success aoe had seen that success

The campaign of 1915 
flickered out with the termination of 
the allied offensive in Champagne and 
Loos in the first days of October. The 
campaign of 1916 ended with the British 
success at Beaumont-Hamel on the 13th 
We are then rapidly ap- | 
proaching the date which will see the 
end of the operations of the present 
year. It is conceivable that there will 
be more activity this winter than in 
the two preceding winters. Secretary 
Baker, in a recent statement, has fore- 
shadowed a winter campaign. Yet it 
is essential to recognize that the weath- 
er conditions in Flanders, where the 
main attacks must be made, since the 
British are there, are such that in all 
previous great wars and in the present 
war in the past three years it has 
been necessary to give over active op- 
erations from November until April. 

The present is then perhaps an ap- 
propriate time for reviewing the fourth 
campaign of the war, and since the 
fourth campaign has been the main 
operation of the war a review should 
serve to indicate the promise of the 
conflict up to the present moment. 

First Campaign. 

Looking backward for a moment, it 
will be @ecalled that the first great 
campaign in the west saw the German 
offensive broken at the Marne, with 
the dislocation of all German strategi- 
cal combinations for the immediate de- 
struction of French military power, and 
saw subsequently the utter defeat of 
the German second drive directed at 
Calais and intended to gain control of 
the channel ports. Thereafter Ger- 
many was pinned down to the trenches 
from Nieuport to Switzerland, and while 
still possessing superior resources, was 
condemned to a sterile trench war. 
These two great conflicts, which will!

England was atill unable to 
render effective aid to her ally. Hav- 
ing disposed of her eastern foe and 
united her southern allies, Germany 
endeavored from February to July to 
deal such a blow at France as would 
put France definitely out of the war.

Had Rus- 
in Galicia, which opened with shinin 
success, we should have seen the en 
of the war this year, because Germany 
has been able to hold her lines in the 
west only by steadily stripping those 
in the east. Today the eastern cam- 
aign has become a joke. Today the 

ussian army is incapable of attack, 
and, so far as one can judge, equally 
incapable of resistance. At last Ger- 
many has succeeded, partly through her 
own efforts in '15 and ‘16, partly 
through the efforts of her spies and 
her agents among Ruasian radicals, in 
abolishing any danger on the eastern 
front, and having done this she has 
been able to concentrate her avhole ef- 
fort on the west. And her best troops, 
her munitions, her guns, the larger 
half of all her resources, have been 
concentrated on the narrow front before 
the British; and yet, given all these 
advantagés, she has failed and is fail- 
ing to stem the British advance. 

- 1917 Campaign Hopeful. 

Looked at in its proper perspective 
the campaign of 1917 in the west is 
the most hopeful since the war began. 
The Marne and the Yser permitted 
the allies to escape from immediate 
and complete disaster. When these 
great conflicts were over they were 
still outnumbered, outgunned, and not 
for eighteen months were the British 
able to put new armies in the field 
whose numbers and equipment enabled 
them to make effective attack, and not 
until the spring of the present year did 
England possess an army able to meet 
the Germans on equal terms in all that 
B®oes to make an army strong. The 
campaign of 1915 was a bitter disap- 
pointment to the allies. Behind their

Every sign that one can see points to 
the fa ung of German numbers, the 
breaking down of German morale.

Now at the close 
of the campaign of 1917 the submarine 
campaign has been demonstrated as a 
failure. It is failing week by week, 
and now the German masters ask their 
armies of the west to hold out again 
through another year, with the far 
more illusory hope that the submarine 
may succeed in 1918 where it failed in 
1917. 

More than anything else, it seems to 
me, the thing that must be remembered 
is that in 1917 the Germans, who set 
out toconquer the world with their ar- 
mies, surrendered all idea of a military 
guccess, gave over all purpose of one 
by the sword, accepted a desperate de- 
fensive, a cefensive condemned to 
steady if slow losses of ground, while 
they pinned their sole hope of victory 
upon the submarine campaign. The 
contrast between this strategy and that 
which saw the Marne and the Yser, 
which saw Verdun, and which on the

The defeat of attacks, both legisla- 
tive and executive, upon the merit sys- 
tem. This is a most necessary part of 
the league’s activities, and additional 
‘ Epetietcs ier this defensive work are 
essential.

The field work in states and cities 
will be distributed among the various 
members of the staff of the league, but 
a large part of it would normally be 
performed by the Washington repre- 
sentative, as his constant presence at 
the capitol would not be required.

The state federation chairman of the

Service Reform league: 

A world-wide calamity demonstrates 
that unless democracy can be made ef- 
ficient its integrity cannot be main- 
tained. 

The great war has forced foreign na- 
tions to wonderful efficiency. A highly 
competent exercise of public functions 
becomes urgent for this country. 

The Enemy of Efficiency. 

The great stumbling block to capable 
and economical administration is the 
use of the public offices, their per- 
quisites and contracts, as a reward for 
political service. This is a double crime. 
It is bribery added to wanton waste. 
The long list of evils resulting is only 
too well established. 

The Fundamental Reform. 

To destroy the patronage evil, 
through the operation of the merit sys- 
tem, is the fundamental government re- 
form, because the success of all other 
reforms depends upon competent 
agencies to enforce them. All laws are 
vain without efficient administration. 
The Growth of the Merit System. 
Under the inspiration of such men as 


William Curtis, President Charles W. 
Eliot and Silas W. Burt, the merit sys- 
tem had its birth in American politics. 
At the start it was applied to about 
14,000 positions in the federal service, 
Gradually the principle was extended, 
until today 300,000 positions in that 
service have been removed from the 
clutch of the spoilsman.

Civil service commissions are just 
beginning to undertake the work of 
applying the merit test within as well 
as at the entrance to the service, and 
only in a moderate degree do they as 
yet conduct the examinations so as to 
investigate the education, training, 
achievements, character and personality 
of candidates for high-grade positions. 

By calling to their aid specialists in 
the respective lines, such a plan has 
been found remarkably successful in 
obtaining many experts of high techni- 
cal knowledge and marked executive 
ability. 

A Definite Program. 


The officers and council of the league 
have prepared a definite constructive 
program. The program includes: 
Extension of the Mera System Through 

Legislation. 

1. All postmasters, collectors of cus- 
toms and internal revenue, United 
States marshals and other higher ad- 
ministrative officers in the federal gov- 
ernment. 

In the federal service alone there are 
over 180,000 persons whose positions 
are patronage. Many thousands of 
these, such as first, second and third- 
class postmasters are usually subject 
to the demands of “senatorial courte- 
sy’—appointed actually not by the 
president, but by a political commit- 
tee in a particular state. / 

If such local government officials 
were appointed under the merit sys- 
tem $10,000,000 would be saved annu- 
ally. This is not an egtimate of an 
overenthusiastic civil service reformer, 
but of President Taft's efficiency and 
economy commission. The classifica- 
tion of presidential postmasters should 
be the next step in administrative 
progress. 

These figures are sufficient to show 
the enormous amount of work which 
atill lies before the civil service re- 
formers. It is the purpose of the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform league 
eventually to secure the competitive 
classification of practically all these 
positions in order to remove the public

Prominent Men of the Country 
to Be at Piedmont Hotel 
for Three-Day Session. 


In the last several months Atlanta 
has been the scene of a number of im- 
portant conferences-——food conserva- 
tion, crop movements, training camp, 
the cantonment, etc.—but the National 
Tax congress, in its own way, is as 
important as any of these. This con- 
gress is held annually under the aus- 
pices of the National Tax association, 
and in view of the present tax situation 
and the conditions that may bp ex- 
pected at the close of the war, the 1917 
congress is of peculiar interest and im- 
portance.

A bill introduced in congress to pay 
a bonus of $50 a month to the American 
soldiers sent to Europe met opposition 
on the ground that an American sol- 
dier didn’t have to be paid to make him 
patriotic. Uncle Sam shows up as a 
generous provider as compared with 
some of the other nations. The Aus- 
trian soldier gets the munificent salary 
of 97 cents a month. France pays her 
poilus $1.45 for the same period of 
service, while the Germans in the 
trenches receive $3.78 and the Itglians 
$2.67. There~is a wide range of pay- 
ment between \Great Britain and her 
colonies. The English Tommy is paid 
$7.30 a month, although he fights side 
by side with the Canadian at $33, the 
New Zealander at $36.50 and the Aus- 
tralian at $43.80, the highest paid man 
of them all. The Russian foots the list 
at 39 cents a month for actual war 
service. All of these figures are for 
the lowest grades of fighting men, with 
the amounts rendered in the equivalent 
of American currency.
